CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 


The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th Oct; _ 


the French mail from London August 14 was received on the |

out on the 3rd Oct.. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— ; vs 
The Chinese officials here gave forth on the 29th Sept. that the 
negotiations between the Chinese Government and the Japanese 
Ambassador had resulted in the settlement of the leading ques- 
tions at issue, leaving details only to be arranged, and that there 
would be no-war. The news is stated to have come to the Viceroy 
at Nanking. It appears to have become known in Japan, and

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private telegrams indicate that an impetus has been given to 
trade by the restoration of confidence in commercial circles. The 
report has all probability in favour of its truth, but we should 
like to have it confirmed from Peking before giving it full weight. 
Nothing has yet transpired publicly from there regarding the 
progress or result of the negotiations, although we have dates by 
this day’s steamer to the lst instant. 

We hear that the Chinese Government has at last become 
alive to the advantages of working its mineral treasures, and bas 
given permission to have coal and iron mines opened in the south- 
west of the province of Chibli, near a place called Pung-ching. 
The Viceroy of the province, Li Hung-chang, is said to have 
favoured the scheme, which will probably be carried out under 
official direction. Foreign machinery is to be employed, and it 
has been decided to secure the services of half-a-dozen European 
engineers to superintend operations. This news has since been 
confirmed, and it is stated that the Viceroy has commissioned 
Mr. James Henderson—a gentleman who has for a number of 
-years devoted his attention to such matters in the part of China 
selected for these promising operations, and has gained much 
practical acquaintance with the mining capabilities and require- 
ments of the province—to proceed to Europe and procure the 
necessary staff and plant. 

We noticed a short time ago that the French corvette D’Es- 
trees had left here for Japan, and that it was intended she should 
pay the Chusan Archipelago .a visit by the way. We presume 
the intention of calling at the islands was in consequence of the 
representations sent from Ningpo, regarding the rarity of the 
visits of ‘men-of-war to that neighbourhood. The D’Estrees did 
not go up to Ningpo, however; she lay off Chinhai, and attracted 
the attention of the Chinese there by taking the opportunity for 
gun practice. Large numbers of people, we are told, congrega- 
ted along the shore, in some excitement, to watch the corvette ; 
and perhaps her appearance and the practice she engaged in 
conveyed a salutary hint. The Ningpo officials seem to think, 
however, that to prevent misapprehension among the people, it 
is advisable such incidents should be heralded by an intimation 
of some sort. 

Four of H. B. M. ships of the China squadron, under the com- 
mand of Vice Admiral Shadwell, have arrived at Woosung. 
They are the flagship Jron Duke, the new corvette Modeste, and 
the gun-vessels Frolic and Midge. The future movements of 
the squadron are as yet uncertain, but it is understood that after 
a short stay at this port each ship will be despatched to a 
i station, not, however, yet announced. The squadron 
left Nagasaki, where it had assembled, on the 4th Oct., and had 
a pleasant voyage, making the passage under sail with a fair wind 
throughout. 

It is interesting to notice the occasional mention in the Peking 
Gazette of instances in which foreign facilities are taken advan- 
tage of by the Chinese Government for Imperial purposes. We 
have seen that the use of steamers has been approved for the 
transport of the tribute rice ; an official travelling in haste to his 
post sometimes ventures to refer to his having taken eb 
a ii steamer ; we know that the southern students avail 
themiel ves largely of the same means of accomplishing the major 
part of their journey to attend the examinations at the capital ; 
and now the Gazette of Sept. 17 contains a memorial from 
the Viceroy of the Two Kwang, the late J uy-lin, in 
which reference is made to the sending of Government 
treasure by steamer, in lieu of by land route. In the 
Gazette of March 25,a Censor named Liu Jui-k’i memorialised 
against the practice, which had grown up since the Rebellion, of 
forwarding the periodical remittances of revenue from the pro- 
vinces to Peking in bank drafts instead of in specie, as the short 
supply of silver in circulation at the capital led to a disturbance 
of its eeepte affairs. The Censor referred especially to the 
provinces of Kwangtung, Fohkien, Chekiang, and Szechuen, and 
suggested that orders should be given to have all the land and 
miscellaneous revenue from those provinces remitted in specie 
by the old land routes. The matter was referred to the Board 
of Revenue, which apparently did not endorse the suggestion as 
to route, although it could not permit itself so far to depart from 
the old paths as to recognise the barbarian invention of steamers. 
The Viceroy has put the matter to the Throne, and asks that the 
transmission by sea be officially recognised, and that the charge 
for insurance on the treasure, “ according to the rules observed 
in shipments by foreign steamers,” be specially sanctioned. The 
Government will probably be led to recognise by-and-by that 
there are even safer and speedier means of transport than 
steamers. And a time will come, too, when, under a different 
By bey and at avery different stage of national development, the 
officials will look back with amazement on the primitive practice 
of remitting Government revenue in sycee packed in hollow tree 
trunks and laboriously carted from one end of the Empire to 
the other. 

The barque Lady Louisa, from Cardiff, coal laden, arrived at 
Woosung on the 26th Sept., and was reported by the steamer 
Kiangse to be aground, with her cargo on fire. Assistance w:s 
rendered by boats from the men-of-war, furnished with engines 
and hose, while the Keechong engine also got alongside and gave 
timely aid in extinguishing t ire A copious stream of water 
having been concentrated on the burning cargo the fire was got 
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under, but not until some 120 tons of coal were either consumed 
or thrown overboard. The Lady Louzsa left Cardiff on the 8th 
April, and had a very tedious passage as far as Video, which she 
reached on her 165th day out. It was then discovered that her 
cargo was on fire, and all efforts to extinguish it were ineffectual. 
The fire being far below, the crew were set to work to diga 
trench to separate the bulk from that on fire in the forward part 
of the ship, and by the time the vessel reached port they had 
succeeded in throwing overboard about fifty tons. It is thought 
that the insignificant sum of about $25 will cover the damage 
done by the fire to the hull of the vessel. 

The Shanghai Yacht Club’s programme for the Autumn 
Regatta has just been issued, and comprises the Autumn Cup, to 
be sailed for on the 10th October; the Corinthian Cup, 17th, aud 
the Club Cup on the 26th. Houseboat races are also set down 
for the 17th and 26th. 

Among the passengers by the Golden Age, from Japan, are 
the Hon. B. P. Avery, the new United States Minister to China, 
and Mrs. Avery. 

We observe that Mr. A. Garay replaces, as Consul-General for 
Spain, Mr. J. J. de Emperanza, who left by the American mail. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 15th October ; 
the P. and O. mail from London Aug, 21 was received on the 
26th September, the French mail of Aug. 28 arrived out on the 
3rd October, and the P. and O. mail of 4th Sept. was received 
on the 10th October. The following items of news are from the 
Overland China Mail :-— 

The clock, in the tower, is at work again ; the hands are doing 
their work and the hours are rung out. The skeletons of the 
dials, as yet, are only replaced. Bravo ! somebody. 

The opening cricket match of the season was played on the 
3rd between two picked elevens, not a sufficient number of 
players turning up to make a twenty-two. At six o'clock the 
stumps were drawn ; one side scoring 108, and the other, with 
six wickets down, twenty-two. 

The steamer Yu2n-tze-fee arrived with three men from the 
German bar je Colina, and the mate, second mate, and eight of 
the crew of the British barque Jda (of Shields), both lost on Zebu, 
August 29, and on her passage from Saigon to that port to load 
for home. 

We understand that for the present the demolished stones of 
the Praya wall are merely to be replaced in their former position, 
the object being to have time to consider the best means to 
render the Praya more substantial and having more facility to 
resist the tremendous violence of the typhoon. 

Weare glad to learn that a fair amount has been subscribed by 
the Portuguese residents and the majority of the oe coln- 
munity (who seem to sympathise with those who were sufferers at 
Macao), to the “ Macao Relief Fund,” and that the Portuguese 
Amateurs, who have expressed to the committee their willingness 
of adding to it the net proceeds of a series of their perform- 
ances, have at present in rehearsal a favourite piece, entitled 
A HMorgudinka de Mal Flor, which will, if possible, be presented 
on the 31st of this month. Colonel Smith and the officers uf 
H.M.’s 80th Regiment have kindly placed at the disposal of 
the Amateurs their band, whenever they shall decide to perform 
for the benefit of the Macao sufferers. 

At the late session of the Supreme Court Mr. Cordes applied 
for exemption from duty on the jury, on the ground that he was 
German Consul, and had many duties to attend to. His lord- 
ship said that there was no case for exemption, that he would, 
however, do the best he could. He mentioned, also, that Mr. 
Newton, the manager of the Gas Company, had applied for ex- 
emption, on the ground that if he were absent from the works 
the town to-night would be in total darkness. As, hcwever, there 
were sufficient gentlemen to serve without these two gentlemen, 
they were excused, his lordship remarking that he exempted Mr. 
Cordes on the ground of the duties he had to perform towards 
the sailors of his nation, and not on account of his being Consul. 
His lordship wished it to be clearly understood that the fact of 
holding a Consular appointment did not entitle a gentleman 
to exemption from the discharge of his civil duties. 

Consequent on the departure of. Sir Arthur Kennedy, Mr.

There seems to be but little probability of a regatta this year, 
all the racing boats having been destroyed by the typhoon. A 
fire, which destroyed six Chinese houses, broke out on the morn- 
ing of the 13th in Queen’s-road, just below Messrs. Gibb, Lig 
vingston, and Co.’s premises, Fortunately these escaped, but - 
the destruction of the houses fired was complete. 
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The Albay and Leonor wrecks, over which the water has 
turned black, and emits a horribly offensive odour, are sur- 
rounded by hosts of sampans crowded with people. Lounging 
coolies assemble near the spot by hundreds. In fact all the con- 
ditions for starting a first-class pestilence are ready at hand. 

The bodies of thirty or forty Europeans are lying on the rocks 
of the island of Lantao, at a height of twenty or thirty feet 
above the sea level. They must have been flung to this height 
by the force of. the waves and wind during the typhoon of the 
92nd. We are further informed that they are in a position 
almost inaccessible. We think, however, that some steps should 
be taken to ascertain the correctness of this report and an attempt, 
at least, made to give the remains of any bodies that may be on 
the rocks a decent burial. 

In addition to the losses from the typhoon already reported 
we may note that at Little Hong Kong the picnic house is 
blown down altogether, with several other houses. On the Kow- 
loong side, at Tai-kuk-tsui, about 150 boats and junks were 
reeked; aud Colonel Pang Yuk’s steam launch was broken up. 
At Mong-kok no lives were lost but several houses are in ruins ; 
at Malan-kok ten junks were wrecked. Nearly the whole lower 

rt of the village of To-kwa-wan is in ruins, At Stonecutter's 

sland the gaol has been unroofed and irreparably damaged ; 
about 100 junks and boats were driven on shore, and several 
others foundered off the north of the island. 

The conduct of Captain Deane, Superintendent of Police, 
during the recent ‘culioon having given cause for complaint, 
some correspondence, together with a petition on the subject, was 
forwarded to the Colonial Secretary. The following reply has 
been received :---

cover sufficient grounds to justify the institution of a public enquiry 
into the conduct of the Captain Superintendent of Police. 

I have also the honour to inform you that, whilst deeply regretting 
that any portion of the comunity should have had their confidence in 
the direction uf the police force shaken, his Excellency feels it incum- 
bent on him to state that at no time in the history of the Colony has the 
character and efticiency of the police stuod higher.—I have the honouc

The residence in China of the unfortunate gentleman (Mr. 
Mundy) who was so badly wounded by the Spark pirates, and 
recently went home was singularly eventful. fie arrived, if we 
are not mistaken, only some four or five months ago, and durin 
his short stay experienced an earthquake, was nearly murdered, 
and ran considerable danger in a typhoon. The comet put in an 
appearance also during his stay. We fear his recollections of 
China will be mildly antagonistic. 

The last Government Gazettes contain a notification by the 
Captain Superintendent of Police requiring the owners or agents 
of the steamers and sailing vessels sunk during the late typhoon 
to raise them before the 15th November next. It also contained 
& recognition, under instructions from the Secretary of State, of 
the appointment of Mr. Taro Ando as Vice-Consul for Japan at 
Hong Kong. 

Tenders are invited by Government for repairing the public 
buildings damaged by the recent typhoon, as wal as for the 
supply of rough hewn granite bibeks for the Praya Wall. 

The appointment of a new Governor General for the Two 
Kwang continues to be the subject of talk at Canton. From the 
general drift of the discussions, Chang-yih-li seems to be most 
popular with the Cantonese. It may not be improbable how- 
ever that Shen-paow-ching, the present Chief Commissioner at 
Formosa, may be appointed to the vacant post, for he is very 

popular with the Cabinet. Since Juilin’s death, the Viceroyalty 
remains unfilled. Properly speaking, the Lieutenant-Governor 
Was entitled to act until the place was finally disposed of, but it 
is rumoured that the general put in a claim to the acting post, 
when it was arranged at the suggestion of the other high officials 
that neither should be locum tenens, and the Viceroyal seal was 
sealed up so that neither could exercise the functions until a 
solution of the difficulty could be obtained from Peking. . 

The following items are from Macao :—We are glad to hear 
that his Excellency the Governor of Macao is regaining his health, 
as he has been out driving the last two or three days. We trust 
that a speedy recovery to his usual health awaits him. 

We are informed that the surveyors of the Hong Kong, Can- 
ton, and Macao Steamboat Company have been to Macao, and 
inspected the wreck of the steamer White Cloud, which they re- 
port to be badly injured and on shore. They recommend the 
sale of the vessel as she lies, and state that there will be no diffi- 
culty in recovering the engine and boilers. 

The China Mail’s correspondent writes :—Every precaution 
has been taken by the Macao authorities to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of the people who have lost their all during the calamity of 
the 22nd and 23rd instants. Food in sufficient quantity is being !

T. Pyke, Esq., in the chair. There were present Hon. James 
Whittall, Hon. P. Ryrie, Hon. R. Rowett, Messrs. Pyke, Hop- 
pius, Behre, Nelson, Captain Cairns, Andre, Deacon, Karberg, 
Beneke, and Ede. : 

The Chairman said that the shareholders had no doubt already 
perused the report, which he hoped they would consider satis- 
factory under the circumstances which had taken place. The 
report had been made up prior to the recent typhoon, and some 
losses had been sustained during it by collision, &., the extent 
of which it was impossible to arrive at until the cargo had been 
discharged. With these explanations he would propose that the 
report be adopted and the accounts passed. - ; 

This proposition was seconded by Mr. Andie, and carried 
unanimously. . 

Mr. Hoppius was then confirmed as a director, and the auditors 
were re-elected. ; ; 

The Chairman indicated that a meeting would be called for 
the purpose of deciding upon the formation of an accumulative 
reserve fund, and he alluded to the circular which had been 
issued on the subject. The meeting then terminated. 


The circular alluded to is as follows :— 
“ Dear Sir,—The directors have recently been considering the ad- 


visableneas of making some alterations in the articles of association of 
the society with reference to the accumulation and augmentation of the 
reserve fund. . 


“They have been informed by some of the largest contributing 


shareholders that if some provision were made for accumulating the. re- 
serve fund more rapidly than can be done under the present system it 


would very much promote the interests of the society and extend its 
business materially. The directors fully concur with this opinion, and 
have much pleasure in proposing to the shareholders the following 
alterations in the Articles Mar Association, to take effect from the lat 
January, 1875 :— 

“It is suggested that one-half of the profits should be placed to the 
reserve fund until the full sum of $250,000 is made up, the other half 
going to contributing shareholders, who would by that mcans receive 


; exactly what they would get on their contributions under the present 


arrangement, viz., two-thirds of three-fourths, or, in other words, one- 
half. No general dividend would ke paid, but the value of the shares 
would be increased thereby. Cok 5 rena ieee oe 

“When once the reserve fund has been made up to $250,000, it is 
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proposed that the profits should be divided as at present, two-thirds to 
the contributing shareholders, and one-third to all shareholders, less a 
deduction of 10 per cent. to be added to the reserve fund until such 
time as it should amount to $500,000. These modifications, if adopted, 
would, in the opinion of the board, give the society great stability, and 





would secure the increased support of many valuable constituents in 


England and elsewhere. 

“The clauses necessary for effecting these alterations in the Articles 
of Association will be drawn up by the society's solicitors and arranged 
in the form of specific resolutions, to be submitted to a special meeting 
of shareholders, which will be convened for that purpose on the 11th 
day of December next, and to be confirmed at a subsequent meeting to 
be held on the 18th idem. 

“ The directors solicit your oat to these alterations, and J annex 
a form of proxy, which they will feel obliged if you will fill up and re- 
turn to me at your earliest convenience. If you have no attorney in 
Hong Kong who is a shareholder, be so kind as to fill up the proxy in 
favour of the chairman of the special meetings above referred to. 

“N. J. Eps, Secretary.” 

The ordinary general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Canton Insurance Office was held at Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co.’s. The report having been adopted the Chairman pro- 

that the first dividend of $150 per share for the office 
of 1873, and the first payment of the reserve two-thirds, 
amounting to $90,000, or $13.80 per cent. on contributions, be 
declaued ; also, that the sum of $50,000 be passed to the reserve 
fund. The shareholders would remember that it was decided 
that either $10,000 or more ought to be pul to the reserve fund. 
The past year being so favourable, and the present year not 
looking so satisfactory, he thought it right that $50,000 should 
be put to the reserve fund, in place of the minimum, and that 
was the general opinion of the consulting committee. 

Mr. Bellilios seconded the motion, and it was carried. 

Mr. Ryrie then proposed that the annual pension of $1,200 
to an old and valuable servant of the company, Capt. Ricketts, 
be continued. 

This having been carried, and the consulting committee having 
been re-elected, a vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the 
meeting.

BANGKOK. 

The following items are from the Siam Weekly Advertiser :— 

H. M. the Supreme King of Siam, by advice and consent of 
the Senabaudee and Councillors of State, issued a proclamation 
by which all princes, nobles, citizens, and subjects of Siam, and 
foreign residents, Asiatics and Europeans, are forbid ing 
to keep on their premises, in their houses, or their establishments 
the “ Gatling Gun.” 

The Siamese Government has published a gratifying pro- 
clamation on the subject of gambling. It shows that the Govern- 
ment is averse to gambling. Though its action relates to youth, 
and is designed to protect the youth of the country from the dis- 
sipation, vice and evil effects of gambling, it may be taken as an 
unmistakable demonstration of the fixed purpose of the Govern- 
ment to check this fascinating and ruinous vice, that has acquired 
80 tenacious a hold on the people of Siam. 

The Privy Council recently held a session, and had under con- 
sideration the subject of a Telegraph. Its decision was that it 
would be better for the Government to construct the Telegraph 
than to commit the work toa company. This decision will 
sent to the Council of State and to the Senabaudee as usual for 
further action. Votes stood forty-five for and three against.

On the lst of the following month he was 
appointed to the Edgar, 91, Captain James E. Katon, fiag-ship of Rear- 
Admiral John E. Erskine, with the Channel Squadron, and on May 20, 
1861, was transferred to the Rinaldo, 17, Captain W. N. W. Hewett, 
C.B., fitting at Portamouth for the North American and West Indian 
Station, in which ship he returned to England, and was paid off in 
February, 1865. On the 8th of the following June he was appointed 
to the Arethusa, 35, Captain R. J. J. G. Macdonald, fitting at Sheerness 
for the Mediterranean, and returned in her to England, and was peid 
off, January 7, 1869. He commanded the Raven gun-boat at Kings- 
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town from December 11, 1859, until September 8, 1870, when he 
obtained command of the Pigeon gun-boat fitting at Devonport to re- 
place the lost Trinculo at Gibraltar. He deft England on the 1st of the 
following October in the Piggon, and arrived at Gibraltar on the 17th 
and accompanied, in January, 1871, part of the Eclipse Expedition t 
Estepona, where the duration was rather longer than at Gibraltar and 
gave a better chance of obtaining a long series of photographs. He wag 
promoted to commander from the Piseon, December 29, 1871, and has 
served as second captain in the Favourite, 10, armour-plated screw 
corvette, Captain Leveson E. H. Somerset, employed in cvastyuand ser- 
vice at Queensferry since September 24, 1872.

THE P. AND. 0. COMPANY AND THE PASSENGERS BY 
THE CEYLON. 

The passengers on board the P. and O. steamer Ceylon write a letter 
of complaint to the Chairman of the Cumpany, which is published in 
The Times, in which it is stated that they were detained at Suez tor 
five days because of the non-arrival of passengers and mails from Suuth- 
ampton. A further ground of complaint is stated to be the want of 
consideration shown by the Company's employés at Alexandria in not 
making known thearran gements, so as to obviate the necessity for the 
passengers remaining at so uninteresting and inconvenient a place as 
Suez. In reply to this communication, Mr. Bethune, the Companys 
secretary, writes, explaining that the delay was caused by the breakage 
of two of the blades of the screw-propeller of the outward mail steamer 
Surat. He adinits that if the Surat’s accident had been of a prevent: 
able character th: company might have been held to blame, but in the 
present case the circumstances were exceptional, and it was therefore 
impossible to tell what measures were necessary, and the directors con- 
sidered it best simply to authorise the company’s agents to allow all 
passengers detained in Egypt to remain on board the ship at the com- 
pany’s expense. 

COOPER , THE LONDON DOCK COMPANY. 

This wasa dispute as tu the right to a consignment of ailk from 
Shanghai, under these circumstances :—A firm of Scheidler and Co. 
at London and Shanghai, entered into an arrangement with a ber’ | 
at Amsterdam to ship goods to Shanghai for sale by an agent there, tie 
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banker at Amsterdam advancing funds and receiving the proceeds. ! in spray, rendering it impossible with the roar of the storm to see o 


Several consignments had been made and had once been remitted in 
bank bills. The agent at Shanghai had then received a quantity of 
cotton goods, which he had sold, and had the proceeds in his hands. 
The banker wrote to him to “remit net preceeds” 
and he bought a quantity of silk—the silk now in question—and 
shipped it on board a vessel for London. Receiving a telegram that 
Scheidlers had suspended payment, he endorsed the bill of lading to the 
banker at Amsterdam. While the vessel was on its voyage, and before 
the banker knew of the shipment, Scheidlers filed their petition in 
bankruptey for an arrangement, and the banker afterwards sold the silk, 
which, on its arrival in the London Docks, was claimed both by the 
purchaser and the trustee. The Dock Company, indemnified by the 
banker, declined to give the silk up, and hence this action by the 
trustee to recover the value. At the trial the trustee had a verdict for 
£1,200, the question of law being reserved. 

On the part of the trustee it was argued that the purchase of the 
silk was on behalf of Scheidlers, and passed to the trustee ; that the 
agent had no authority to “remit the proceeds” in goods, but in cash ; 
that therefore the consignment to the banker was unauthorised, and 
possessed no property in the silk, so that the purchaser had no title to 
it, and the trustee was entitled to recover the value. On the other 
side it was contended that the agent had authority to remit the pro- 
ceeds in goods, and bad done so, and that therefore the property had 
passed to the banker, and from him to the purchaser, and that thus 
the latter and not the trustee was entitled to recover the value. More- 
over, it was said that even thongh the agent had no authority to remit 
in gouds the banker might adopt his act. To this it was answered that 
there could be no ratification or adoption after the proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy had intervened. However, after long argument, the Court de- 
cided in favour of the purchaser, on the ground that the banker from 
whom he purchased had, by selling the silk, accepted it, and adopted 
and ratified the act of sending it as a remitment of the net proceeds to 
which he was entitled. Judgment, therefore, fur the defendants 





Tur, DeatH or Mr. Grorct Townenn.—An inquest has been held 
before Mr. G. H. Hull, coroner for West Surrey, at Byfleet, on the body 
of Mr. George Townend, of Shrapnell-park, Byfleet, and Mincing-lane, 
London, tea broker, who died under very peculiar circumstances, on 
the 6th inst., as recorded in our paper of Yth inst. It appeared from the 
evidence of the butler of the deceased gentleman that a few days since 
he was driven by the coachman, in accordance with the usual morning 
custom, to the Weybridge Station, to catch the early train to London. 
At five o’clock in the evening he was met at the station by the coach- 
man, and driven to his residence. He had scarecly entered the house 
when he was seized with violent retching. He complained of great 
pain, and at his request some warm tea was given to him. He retired 
to his bedroom, and as he continued to get worse a medical man was 
sent for. On his arrival he pronounced the case a hopeless one, and 
the deceased died shortly after eight o'clock. The stomach and viscera 
of the deceased were sent to Dr, Stevenson, of Guy’s Hospital, for 
analysis. This gentleman said he found the mucous coat of the 
stomach partially eaten away, but in no place perforated. He found 
in the fluid in the stomach about the third of a teaspoonful of sulphuric 
acid. The quantity found in the stomach was not sufficient to cause 
death, but it was possible that a portion of the acid had been got rid of 
by the retching. ‘The coroner said the evidence was not satisfactory as 
determining the cause of the death of the deceased. The inquest was 
adjourned for the production of further evidence. 

On the llth inst. there was launched from the building yard of 
Messrs. Hall, Russell, and Co. an iron spar-decked steamer, rfamed the 
Esmeralda. She is of the following dimensions :—Length, 190 feet ; 
breadth, 27 feet ; depth 20 feet, and 660 tons. This vessel has been 
built under special survey, and has been classed Al at Lloyds, She 
will be brigantine rigged, fitted with compound condensing engines of 
110-horse power nominal, and with all the latest improvements. She 
has accommodation for first and second-class passengers, and she has 
been constructed on the most: approved plans for light, ventilation, &c. 
The ceremony of christening was performed by Miss Nellie Manson, 
daughter of John Manson, FEaq., banker. The Esmeralda has been 
built to the order of Messrs, Peele, Hubbll, and Co., Manila, and is the 
tenth vessel built by Messrs. Hall, Russell, and Co. for the China seas. 
She is intended to run between Hong Kong and Manila, in connection 
with the Pacific Mail Company’s steamers, and will be under command 
of Captain E. Theband, who is well and favourably known in the East. 
The vessel took the water beautifully, and was immediately afterwards 
taken to the shear poles to receive her machinery. Another steamer 
is on the stocks for China. 

JAPANFSE EmpLoyers.—The Alta of San Francisco has the follow- 
ing :—By the Pacific Mail Steamship China, which sails to-day, two 
very bright young Japanese gentlemen, sons of his Excellency Minister 
Okubo, who is thought to be one of the ablest men in the pre- 
sent Government, return home after an absence of nearly three years, 
during which they have been studying in the Eastern States.

Samuel M. Bryan also returns to Japan, having concluded, on behalf of 
the Japanese Government, a new Postal Treaty with the United States, 
which will go into operation on next New Year's Day.

“ E. Parson also goes out under engagement as teacher in the Imperial 
College at Tokio. He was formerly professor at Harvard University, 
which position he resigned to accept the present appointment. Mr. EK. 
Gilbert, an English engineer, also goes under engagement to the De- 
partment of Public Works, to take the superintendence of the Im- 
perial telegraph lines in Japan. All these gentlemen take their families 
with them. 

Tue Commander of the P. and O. Company's steamer Bokhara de- 
scribes his experience of the recent typhoon while on a passage from 
Shanghai to Hong Kong.

From this time till 1 a.m. of the 23rd th 
gusts of wind continued with undiminished force, but with less fre 
quency ; wind at east-south-east, barometer 29°30, and rising rapidly 
at 2.a.M. the gale moderated, though the sea continued very high and 
confused. At daylight proceeded towards Hong Kong, and arrived at 
4 P.M. same day.” 

THE Crtva Trans-Pactrrc Compaxy.—Under the head of “The 
Charge of the Light Brigade” the Japan Weekly Mail has an article 
upon the China 'lrans-Pacific Steamship Company. The Jfail seems 
to think that the fate which has overtaken the company was inevitable, 
and a comparison is instituted between the Charge of the Six Hundred 
at Balaklava and the position of the company at starting, the cannon 
in the case of the company being represented by the rival Pacific Mail 
Company. The Mail is severe on the company, although it acknow- 
ledges that it has done some good service, inasmuch as it has shown 
that the expenditure of twenty-five days in crossing the Pacific is wholly 
unnecessary and has taught the old company a lesson. It admits, how- 
ever, that we want more speed and less charges, and thinks the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company will profit by the lessons taught by the 
short-lived rivalry.

Sir RutHenrroryD Atcock, at the meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society, on the 28rd inst., spoke upon the subject of the Polar Expedi- 
tion. He congratulated the society upon the success attending: the 
efforts of their president, Sir Henry Rawlinson, in obtaining from the 
Government consent to the proposal for another Arctic expedition. 

From the Bibliographie de la France we learn that at. Yedo there are 
published as many as eighteen periodicals, some of which appear dafly 
and others at intervals of five days.

FaTuEr TALLIEN, the French missionary who suffered so severely in 
Japan, and who had lately returned to Paris, died on the‘8th inst., it 
is said owing to the exhaustion occasioned by the fatigue and suffering 
he had undergone. .

THE RECENT SITUATION OF AFFAIRS IN CHINA 

TBE attitude of the Chinese and Japanese for some 
time past has been a strange one, and has strongly re- 
minded us of two little boys, who, after a good deal ot 
beating about the bush, square up to and glare at one 
another, and who, not having been able to get their cou- 
rage up to fighting point, finally settle their quarrel by 
shaking hands. As we have believed all along, the difficulty 
between the two countries has (we are told in a telegram 
dated Shanghai, Nov. 8) been amicably arranged, and in 
consideration of the Japanese troops evacuating Formosa, 
China has consented to pay an indemnity of Tls. 500,000. 
We heard but recently that another Japanese envoy— 
OKuBO, Minister of the Interior, and one of the chief 
organisers of the expedition to Formosa—had gone up to 
Peking, and, after a somewhat lengthy negotiation, peace 
has been the result of his mission. It affords us much 
satisfaction to learn from a later telegram that Her 
MAJEsTY’s Minister assisted in bringing about the ami- 
cable arrangement of this miserable squabble, which has 
too long attracted the attention, in a certain measure, of 
the whole civilised world. It is an old saying, but a very 
true one, that it’s an ill wind that blows no one good, 
and we doubt not that many people have found their profit 
in the uncertain state of affairs in the Far East. A large 
trade has been done in munitions of war, for the Chinese 
(as well as the Japanese for that matter) have shown 
themselves most anxious to procure efficient arms at any 
cost, and also to improve their drill, musketry practice, 
&c., at high pressure speed by the aid of the red-haired 
barbarian ; if only a few ironclads (good, bad, or indif- 
ferent) had been procurable, they would most certainly 
have realised a very handsome profit indeed. Apart from 
their unprepared condition as regards arms, drill, and 
ironclads, a very serious difficulty has lately menaced -the 
Chinese, viz., disaffection among their troops, the precise 
cause of which, in the present instance, it is not easy to 
divine. Chinese soldiers, we know, are often troublesome 
to their officers and the locality in which they are stationed, 
owing to their military chest being in a chronic state of 
bankruptcy, but we never before remember to have heard 
of any actual insubordination and mutiny. 

In view of recent events, which so nearly ended in war, 
let us take this opportunity of considering briefly the 

wer of China from an offensive point of view—a power 
which, notwithstanding all she has done of late years to 
improve her position in military and naval matters, still 
exists more in imagination than in reality. Less than 
twenty years ago China did not possess a single vessel of 
war worth calling by such a name, and her rulers would 
have shuddered at the bare idea of employing steam ma- 
chinery as a motive power in the place of their time-ho- 
noured and unwieldy sails ; her soldiers, taken as a body, 
were the veriest tag-rag and bobtail that ever a general had 
to deal with ; discipline, as we understand the term, was 
almost unknown; their arms and accoutrements were of 
the most primitive nature ; but at the same time they had 
the recommendation of possessing a certain brute courage 
and overweening self-confidence. Since that time China, 
as well as her opponent Japan, has lavished enormous sums 
of money, shih, as we have previously remarked, had far 
better have been devoted to more peaceful purposes, upon 
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arsenals and dockyards. She has built several war-steamers 
of various sizes, until quite lately under foreign superin- 
tendence, of which a Tientsin correspondent remarks,— 
“ We now see that all the wretched wooden men-of-war 
“ built at Shanghai and Foochow can be completely over- 
“ awed by a couple of Japanese ironclads.” She has learned 
to manufacture cannon, shells, rifles, and all the implements 
of death, in imitation of the most approved European pat- 
terns ; but how long these dockyards and arsenals will be of 
any use without their staffs of foreign superintendents, in- 
structors, and workmen is, to say the least of it, very 
dubious; for, as it is natural to man to err, so is it natural 
to the Chinese official to let things go to rack and ruin. 
Considerable bodies of Chinese troops have been drilled 
and organised on the European model, and, doubtless, they 
make a tolerably creditable appearance on the review 
ground ; but will this newly-acquired discipline stand the 
test of service in the field ? We fear not; and our fears 
are the more increased by the conspiracies and mutinies 
recently prevalent in the various military camps. A di- 
plomatist, of long experience in the Far East, writing re- 
cently of these organic changes in the military and naval . 
systems of China, at which we have glanced, expresses an 
opinion that the Chinese “seek the power of defending 
“their coasts and territories from the attack of European 
“ forces by sea or land.” This most probably has been their 
hidden intention, but what European who knows anything 
at all about the Chinese nature will believe for an instant 
that at the present moment they could do either? Nay, 
even if they had entered npon a war with Japan, could 
they have hoped to withstand the first onslaught of their 
enemies? We think not, for the Japanese were better 
prepared for war than the Chinese, and they were evidently 
most active and energetic in making ready for the fray. 
It is not improbable, however, that China would have 
ined in the long run, for she had everything in her 
‘avour in that respect ; her population is more than ten 
times that of her rival, her resources are practically inex- 
haustible, and, though her financial position may not be 
very good, she is entirely unhampered by any external 
debt. We rejoice exceedingly that peace has been at 
length secured, and we trust that one good effect may re- 
sult to China from the fright which she has received, viz, 
that she will assume the responsibility of governing For- 
mosa as part of China, and repress the lawless tribes, or 
she may have another indemnity to pay in a few years. 








THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANK. 

WE are informed that a circular is in course of signature 
by the London shareholders of the Hong K ong and Shang- 
hai Bank to the directors at Hong Kong, deploring the pre- 
sent condition of the Bank, and expressing their want of 
confidence in the present management. They recommend 
that an inspector be at once appointed to visit the various 
branches, and report on their position and management, 
and that the directors take steps for effecting changes 
where incompetency or wilful disobedience of instructions 
is found. This is very well so far as it goes, but it does 
not demand, in a vigorous and decisive manner, that tho- 
rough change indispensable to put the Bank once more in 
order as a substantial working institution. To effect this 
an accountant of known standing in London should be 
sent out to examine and report to the shareholders 
the actual position of the Bank at its head office. 
It is absolutely necessary that all such commitments 
as the ‘Sugar Companies,” the “ Pier and Godown 
Company,” the steamer Pingon, &c., should be cut adrift 
and closed. Let there be no room for further talk on 
these black spots, which have done so much mischief. So 
long as they remain open confidence will not return, and 
this, of course, means a gradual slipping away of deposits 
and business generally. Ro further light has been thrown 
on the losses made by the London branch, which are com- 

uted at £30,000. Mr. MACLEAN is in charge, but Mr. 
VacHen is not formally dismissed, but said to be on leave. 
The shareholders have exercised marvellous patience and 
good will towards the directors, and it is to be hoped that 
they will make a good use of the treatment. In effecting 
changes in the management a spirit of economy should be 
inculcated, and such extravagant outlays as the Ba k's 
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remises at Shanghai must not be permitted. A more re- 
iable and faithful statement of the bank’s operations must 
be given half-yearly, and losses must not be hidden and 
covered up from view until they assume such proportions 
that they become so alarming as to cause a panic. Since 
1871 the reports have stated, and the chairman has con- 
firmed them, that ample provision had been made for bad 
and doubtful debts. Another half-yearly statement such 
as the last will certainly not be passed over so easily. 
With a fresh start under efficient managers there is every 
preeper of the Bank recovering its prosperous condition. 
e publish in another column an exhaustive and very able 
article from the Celestial Empire of Shanghai, which has 
attracted considerable attention. The conclusions of the 
writer, however, given at the end of the article, are not 
approved. 


THE Woosung Road Company (Limited), which was re- 
gistered in London a few months since, for the purpose of 
constructing and working a tram or railway between Shang- 
hai and Woosung—a distance of about 94 miles—sent out 
an experienced engineer to survey and report upon the line 
and make plans and estimates for its construction. On 
receipt of his report it is hoped that the company may be 
in a position to conclude a contract for completing the 
railway and sending out the rolling stock, should no un- 
usual difficulties present themselves. A railway is already 
made and in working order in Japan, but this is the first 
attempt at introducing one in China; and although the 
line is a short one, it is hoped that when in operation the 
Chinese cannot fail to appreciate the very great advantage 
of the rapid conveyance of goods and passengers by this 
means over the old and extremely slow carriage by canal 
and river or on the shoulders of coolies, the only means 
now in use. The development of railway communication 
with the interior of China would lead to the opening up of 
the great mineral and other resources of the country, afford 
a new field for the employment of foreign capital, and give 
a fresh impetus to trade in manufactures and native 


produce. 


As our readers are probably aware, the port of South- 
ampton has for some time ceased to be the actual ter- 
minal point of the P. and O. Company’s steamers, the 
depot being transferred to London. ‘The Company have 
now issued a circular to their employés at Southampton, 
in which the formal announcement of the change is made, 
to take effect at the end of the year. As Southampton will 
now simply be a port of call and used for the landing and 
embarking of mails and passengers only, the interests of 
the town and Dock Company unfortunately are consider- 
ably affected. The wisdom of this procedure on the part 
of the directors of the Company can hardly be questioned. 
The vessels of the Company now in Victoria Docks are the 
Indus, Mirzapore, Lombardy, and Mongolia. The Bangalore 
is to go under repair at the yard of Messrs. DENNY of 
Dumbarton. The China is repairing at Deptford. The 
Sunda, Poonah, Deccan, and Avoca, it is expected, will be at 
work again in a few weeks. 


AT the opening meeting of the Geographical Society, on 
the 10th inst., the President, Sir Gene RAWLINSON, 
alluded to the expedition from Burma as one of the events 
of the coming year which the Society would watch with 
more than ordinary interest, and from which it expected 
important results both to geographical research and to 
trade. The survey, he stated, would be from Bhamo to 
Talifoo, and an interpreter from the Consular Service was 
attached to it. From advices we have received from China 
the interpreter to be detached for this service is Mr. A. R. 
MARGARY, a gentleman whose name came prominently 
before the public some two years ago in connection with 
the wreck of a French vessel at Kelung, and whose per- 
sonal bravery on that occasion was rewarded by the Albert 
medal of the first class. 


IT is often our unpleasant task to disagree with the 
policy of our Minister at Peking, and it is therefore with 
the more pleasure that we notice that the negotiations 
which led to the amicable settlement of the Formosa diffi- 
culty was effected] mainly through the aid and counsel of 
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Mr. WADE. This is a fit opportunity for Lord Dery to 
recommend that some mark of distinction be conferred on 
Mr. WADE. The Japanese Government will no doubt find 
a way of showing their appreciation of the pinnacle to 
which he has raised them. We shall be glad to see Japan 
next settling the Korean difficulty, which has so long 
baffled the Western powers. 





WE have been informed that Mr. J. G. Murray, of the 
Consular Service, has at last succumbed to the extra- 
ordinary life which he has led for the past five years. He 
was of course one of the men indicated in our article of 
May last on the “ Incompetency of the Consular Service.” 
With regard to our remarks on the students at Peking we 
hear that two of the number have been suspended for 
incompetency or idleness. It is pretty clear from this that 
our strictures were well founded. 


Our Paris correspondent informs us that a telegram has 
been received from Mr. JANSSEN, the chief of the French 
expedition for observing the transit of Venus in Japan, an- 
nouncing his arrival at Nagasaki. The French Government 
is fitting out six gunboats destined for service in the China 
Seas. By order of the French Government, Admiral 
KRanTZ, the interim Governor of Saigon, has issued a 
decree suppressing all gambling-houses in the colony from 
the lst January next. 


WE understand that the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce addressed a letter to Lord CANARVON, requesting a 
copy of the report of the Commission of Inquiry taken at 
Hong Kong on what is known as the ‘ Hong Kong Block- 
ade Question,” and in reply were informed that it would 
not be desirable to publish it at present ; but the matter 
has the serious attention of Government, and in due time 
instructions would be sent to Governor KENNEDY and our 
Minister at Peking. 


THE Anti-Opium Association have issued a circular in- 
viting additions to the committee, and giving a copy of 
the resolution passed at the meeting held at the London 
Tavern on the 13th inst. The resolution expresses cor- 
dial sympathy with the objects of the association, and is 
a pledge of support to the anti-opium movement. 





WE regret to announce that Mr. SAMESHIMA, the Ja- 
panese Minister in Paris, is compelled to leave for Japan, 
owing to ill-health. He will probably leave by the French 
mail steamer of Dec. 20. During his absence the First 
Secretary, Mr. NAKANO, will take charge of the Legation. 


Mr. W. D. SPENCE, and Mr. A. S. HARVEY, of the 
Consular Service, who lately returned to England on leave, 
have, we understand, entered at the Temple for the study 
of the law. Mr. Scorr and Mr. BRENAN have returned 
to China, and Mr. WARREN has arrived home on leave. 


THE negotiations for the transfer of the steamers Vasco 
de Gama, Vancouver, and one now building on Clyde to a 
company, to be founded under the auspices of the Pacific 
Railroad Companies, are still going on. The boats intended 
for the Sydney and San Francisco line are also included in 
the arrangement. Mr. HILL and Mr. IRWIN have left 
this for New York. 





THE STRAITS AND LABUAN. 

From the papers relating to Her Majesty’s Colonial Posses- 
sions, just issued, we gather the following particulars relative to 
the Straits Settlements and Labuan :— 

Straits SETTLEMENTS. 

Governor Ord in October, 1873, reports :— . 

There has been no altcration in the taxes and fees levied in the 
colony. The balance to the credit of the colony on the Ist of January, 
1872, was $464,467, while on the Ist January, 1873, it was $689,602. 

The principal works undertaken at Singapore in 1872 were the com- 
mencement of the new iron market at Clyde Terrace, improvements to 
the barrack accommodation of the police by fitting up for them the old 
Sepoy lines, certain improvements to the prison, and extra accommo- 
dation at the pauper institution. 

A large expenditure was incurred on the North Sands Lighthouse, 
but I regret to say without any result. The iron lighthouse and 
the light are here, and it is hoped that the piles will be driven next 
fine season. 

At Penang, beyond some improvements to the prison, no new works 
were attempted. A considerable sum was as usual expended in roads 
in Province Wellesley, to carry out a scheme devised in 1870 for open- 
ing up that district. 
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At Malacca no expenditure was incurred beyond the usual current 
upkeep and repairs. 

On the whole, with the exception of the North 
the expenditure on public works in 1872 was the game as in 1871. 

In imports the increase in Singapo.e is about 19 per cent.; at Penang 
it by no means exhibits the rapid increase it showed in previous years, 
and the imports from the United Kingdom, British Colonies, and 
coasting show a considerable decrease, but on the whole trade of the 
place tho increase is about 24 per cent. At Malacca the increase is 
considerable, being about 22 per cent. 

In exports the increase at Singapore is 22 per cent.; at Penang, about 
16 per cent.; and at Malacca, not less than 82 per cent. The return 
represents the trade of the colony as-a whole ina very flourishing 
condition.

Governor Bulwer reports as follows with reference to the coal 
mines in the colony :— 

Now that the colony is left entirely to its own resources, and receives 
no assistance whatever from the Imperial Government, either in the 
shape of a grant in aid, or in that of military protection, the successful 
development of the coal mines of the island has become more than ever 
a matter of the utmost importance to the colony. 

For five and twenty years the story of the Labaun mines has been 
one of continuous and unqualified failure. 

For five and twenty years these unfortunate Labuan mines have 
passed from company to company, from the control of one bvard of 
directors to that of another, from one management to another manage- 
ment, always with the same pretensions and promises at the outset, 
and always “with the same failure in the end, till their very name bas 
become a bye-word, and they have acquired that discredit which belongs 
to unsuccessful pretensions. 

But, though the fact of failure is well known, the causes that have 
led to it have not been equally well understeod, and the discredit that 
has become attached to the coal resources of this island I have no 
hesitation in raying is most unmerited. 

In truth, it is not the mines that have failed the companies, but 
rather the companies that have failed the mines, which have never yet 
had a fair trial given to them. ‘The companies must themselves 
bear the responsibility of their failures. They all sacrificed their 
permanent interests for some temporary adv. antage which also was | 
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rather an apparent than a real advantage. The desire of obtaining 
immediate returns of some sort with as little delay as possible appears 
to have outweighed every other consideration with them. The deep 
coal was neglected, simply because to win it required time and a large 
outlay, counterbalanced by no present return, and the energies ell 
manager after manager, and the resources of company after company, 
were wasted and frittered away in surface workings and temporary 
sources of supply, which yielded, indeed, immediate returns, —incon- 
siderable at the best of times though these were—but which, being 
teinporary sources, soon became exhausted, even when they were not 
abruptly brought to a close, as it frequently happened, by some mining 
error or by some ordinary accident, to remedy which proper means were 
not forthcoming at the time. 





THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING 
CORPORATION. 
(From the C'lestial Empire, Shanghai, Sept. 12.) 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, which may 
fairly be ranked as the most important of our local institutions, com- 
menced business in April, 1865, and has now completed the ninth year 
of its existence. Starting originally as a limited company, with a 
paid-up capital of two million five hundred thousand dollars, it was in- 
corporated in July, 1867, as the “ Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking ! 
Corporation,” with a capital of five millions of dollars. For the first 
six years of its existence the prosperity of the bank increased steadily, 
and though its profits were from time to time affected by the dulness 
of trade and other causes, in 1871 a reserve fund of one million of 
dollars had been accumulated, and the directors in their semi-annual 
report congratulated the shareholders on the “continued prosperity of 
the bank at all points.” 

Since the year 1871, however, the reserve fund has not been in- 
creased, and though during the following year, in anticipation of a 
bonus being declared, bank shares reached their highest figure in the 
stock market (77 per cent. cash), there has since been a marked falling 
off in the value uf shares, and the position of the bank with reference 
to certain advances has more than once been called in question. Re- 
cent disclosures have brought to light a state of affairs which, at first 
sight, reflects but little credit on the bank direction, and calls for more 
than superficial examination on the part of those interested in the 
well-being of the institution. 

Looking, as we do, upon the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank as a 
species of mercantile barometer, by which the prog; erity or otherwise 
of trade in China may, to a certain extent, be gauged, attention was 
first called to the coming storm by a drop of over thirty per cent. in 
the value of shares during the months of July and August last ; con- 
fidence being so much shaken by rumours prejudicial to the interests 
of the bank that speculators were willing to “sell short” for delivery 
in February, 1875, at nine per cent. premium. Three months ago 
bank stock was looked upon as a safe investment at thirty-five per cent. 

remium, and shareholders, believing the reserve fund of $1,000,000 to 
e intact, were contented with the prospects of a reduced dividend for 
the six months ended on the 30th June last, considering the “ extreme 
aoe of trade” to be sufficient cause for an unsatisfactory balance- 
ee 

As the time for the half-yearly meeting drew near, vague rumours 
were circulated of heavy losses made by the bank in exchange, by out- 
side operations in Londun by the Sugar Refinery, the Indo-Chinese 
Sugar poet gl &c., and at last it was currently reported that there 
would be no dividend. These rumours were at first put down to the 
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“« Bears,” but gradually an gs ssid apm Ae a re en pecially ak cain conviction dawned upon share- 
holders, that the rumours for once were founded on facts—and the 
half- yearly report was looked forward to with gloomy forebodings. On 
this report it is our intention to comment as well as on the speech of 
the chairman of the corporation made at the half- ~yearly general meet- 
ing of shareholders held on the 19th August, with a view to discover 
the reasons for the heavy depreciation in the stock, and of ascertaining, 
if possible, by an analysis of the figures, what the present position of the 
bank may be. 

In order to accomplish this properly, we must briefly revert to the 
working of the Bank since its institution :— 
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of $729,680.44 was realised, of which 3325,900 was carried to the 
reserve fund. 

During 1869 this fund was increased by $100,000, the profits being 
affected by “ cheap money at home and the unreinunerative turn taken 
by exchanges.” 

In 1870 the business of the hank was affected by the Franco-German 
war, and the directors, “deeming it best for the interests of the share- 
holders to make full provision for all doubtful outstandings,” recom- 
mended the reduction of the dividend to ten per cent. for the year, and 
the retention of $263,587,13 out of the year’s earnings to meet the de- 
preciation on the previous valuations of the Bank’s “ securities,” &c. 

In 1871, the accounts showed a profit for the year of $734,093.94 (on 
a capital of $4,000,000 for the tirst half year and $4,500,000 for the 
second,) out of which a dividend of 12 per cent. was paid, and the 
Reserve Fund was increased by an appropriation of $200,000, making 
it amount to $1,000,000. 

In 1872, a profit of $616,990.51 was realised—(the capital during the 
latter half of the year being $5,000,000) anda dividend of 12 per cent. 
was paid, the directors expressing their regret that they had been 
obliged to make exceptionable provisions for anticipated “losses on 
doubtful old outatandings.” 

Bank shares reached their highest price in August 1872, sales being 
made at 77 per cent. premium for cash, and at 86 percent. premium 
for delivery on 31st December, 1872. 

As com with previous year, 1873 showed an unsatisfactory re- 
sult ; the net profit, “after making provision for all bad and doubtful 
debta,”” amounting to $542,887.67, from which the directors recom- 
mended a dividend of 10 per cent. for the year, attributing the unsatis- 
factory profit to the general dulness and unremunerative nature of 
trade. The Chairman, Mr. 8. D. Sassoon, at the first half yearly meet- 
ing, held on the 13th August, 1873, said :— 

There had been a rumour that the Bank’s Reserve Fund had been 
encroached upon in order to meet losses ; he would say that the 
rumour was quite unfounded, and that the Bank's Reserve Fund, and 
all the old accounts, so far as the directors knew, were quite intact. 
With reference to the failures in the China trade, the bank was not 
affected, und all possible losses had been fully provided for. As regards 
the Pier and Godown Company, its prospects, as every one knew, were 
in a very precarious condition. The amount advanced by the bank to 
it under a mortgage of ita property anda bill of sale was about 
$110,000, but the property about two years ago had cost the Company 
$290,000, sc that any loss on that score would not be likely to occur. 

At the second half-yearly meeting, held on the 16th February, 1874. 
Mr. S. D. Sassvon further remarked on the position of the Bank with 
regard tothe Pier and Godown Company, and said that “ The last 
time he addressed a meeting of shareholders it would be remembered 
that he alluded to a large sum which had been advanced to the Pier 
and Godown Company. The directors then considered that the ad- 
vance was fully covered by the value of the property, it having cost three 
lakhs to the Company. At the auctions, however, no higher bid than 
$89,000 was made, and it was not sold, although the directors fully 
believed that it was worth the money advanced, and that it would yet 
realise it ; they had judged it wise to write off the sum.” 

This statement, together with the confident tone adopted in the 
Half- Yearly Report—which was worded as follows :— 

“The directors regret that the profits of the six months’are unsatis- 
factory as compared with the previous half-year, and can only attribute 
the falling off to the general dulness and unremunerntive nature of 
trade. When business revives and again becomes generally profitable, 
the directors have confidence that previous regults will be fully ob- 
tained. The prosperity of the corporation continues, and the directors 
congratulate the shareholders thereon. The deposits have increased 
$8,100,000 during the year, and the Bank enjoys the full confidence of 
the public at all points—-caused slight reaction in the price of shares, 
which, however, was not maintained. Early in April, bank stock com- 
menced to decline in value, and in August last, sales were made at 5 
per cent. premium.” 

We now come to the Half-yearly Report, issued to the shareholders 
on the 12th August, 1874. 

As will be seen from the foregoing résumé, nothing had transpired 
officially prior to the issue of the Report, to prepare the shareholders 
for euch a disastrous catalogue of losses, culminating in the reduction 
of the Reserve Fund by one-half ($500,000) and the non-payment of 
the usual half-yearly dividend, the Bank being thus in a worse posi- 
tion than in December 1867, at which date the Reserve Fund, and the 
profits available for distribution, amounted to over six lakhs of dollars. 

We cannot but think that a report announcing such very serious re- 
verses should have entered more fully into details, as it is difficult for 
shareholders, unless thoroughly conversant with facts, to believe that 
so large a sum as $609,000 could be lost in the six months under review, 
absolutely without warning. Making allowance for the extreme depres- 
sion of trade during the early part of 1874 we can understand the 
small profit in working accounts, but when we (with the assistance of 
the remarks made at the general meeting by the Chairman, Mr. W. H. 
Forbes), analyse the losses incurred, apart from the general working of 
the bank, we cannot absolve the directors from all blame in the matter 
of concealing the real position of its affairs, nor can we account for the 
extraordinary supineness shown by the shareholders present at the 
general meeting held on the 19th August. We cannot but consider 
this apathy on their part as blameworthy in the extreme, and pre- 
judicial to the interests they represented. 

When the report of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion came into our handa a few weeks ago, it certainly appeared at the 
first blush that we had before us a frank and open statement, sctting 
forth with impartiality the errors into which the bank had been drawn, 
and the crowd of misfortunes which had been the inevitable result. 
We commented upon the document, accordingly, and we noticed that 
in this both our Hong Kong and Yokohama contemporaries are at one 
with us. We naturally accepted the report as-a formal catalogue of 
facts which were to be investigated and discussed at the meeting of 
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shareholders, when certain explanations would be asked and given—a 
procedure which appeared to us not only natural anda matter of course 
but absolutely necessary under the circumstances fur the re-estublish- 
ment of the bank in the perfect confidence of the public. Instead of 
this, we are astonished to find nothing but a superficial and rather off- 
handed address from the chairman, alluding to “the combination of 
misfortunes’ which had Jed to the present disartrons condition of 
affairs ; laying blame, vaguely, on this servant and on that ; allnding 
with equal laxity of speech to certain recoupments which might or 
might not be possible in the dim future ; assuring the shareholders 
that the bank scrip was really very much below its intrinsic value, and 
reminding them cheerfully that there was still half the reserve fund 
left. This agreeable tirade was received with complacency and ap- 
plause, the chairman resuming his scat amid continuous cheering ; 
everybody disclaimed any desire whatever to ask a single question; a 
little mild chaff passed between some of the shareholders about nothing 
in particular ; and upon a notion, put by the chairman, the report and 
statement of accounts were passed unanimously. 

We will now analyse the “unfortunate events” which resulted in 
the loss of $600,000 in six short months. Passing over the transactions 
in sterling bills, exchanges, and bullion, which may be classified as 
legitimate banking business, however unsatisfactory the out-turn, we 
come to, firstly, the “considerable transactions entered into by the 
London manager on Ais own responsibility in bonds and securities, re- 
sulting in a heavy loss (variously estimated at from £30,000 to 
$150,000.) A portion of this loss “may,” as «he chairtnan remarked, 
“ possibly be recovered,” but the svle consolation remaining to the 
shareholders whose money bis been lost by these speculations is that 
the Board will doubtless now take steps to prevent the possible recur- 
rence of any such misappropriation of the funds under their control. 
We think that an expression of opinion from the shareholders on this 
important matter would have materially strengthened the heads of the 
directors in dealing with the question at issue. Necondly.—The sngar 
refinery, the drain down which has been poured no small portion of 
the profits renlised in previous years by the legitimate business of the 
bank. : 

Another estimate 1 ded sieney has been provided for, to what extent 
weare not informed, but it is satisfactory to find from the accounts (a 
statement of which was laid on the chief manager's table for inspec- 
tion), that the gross sum outstanding in the books of the bank was 
$835,000, against which the refinery was valued at $400,000, 

The most hopeful feature about this account we gather from the 
comparatire statements of local aales of retined sugar at the China Sugar 
Refinery, from 1st January, 1869, to the 30th June, 1874, which may be 
summarised as follows :—

From this statement it will be seen that the manufacture of sugar 
and its consumption by Chinese is steadily on the increase, the de- 
liveries for the first six months of 1874 being considerably in excess of 
the deliveries for the preceding twelve months. 

Asa matter of fact, wo believe that the refinery is now paying from 
$3,500 to $5,000 per month (from $42,000 to $60,000 per annum), and 
may be considered as a good asset fur the first time since the account 
with Watree, Smith and Co. appeared in the books of the bank. 
Thirdly :—The Pier and Godown Company.—This account, so far as we 
can gather from the addresses of Mr. S. D. Sassoon, quoted above, 
stands in the books of the corporation at some $90,000. Though the 
policy of the board in refusing the $89,000 offered for the property in 
1873 may be questioned, there is no reason for anticipating any further 
loss of importance upon this account. The property is in a good situa- 
tion, and is now Icased, and a fair prospect exists of ita eventual sale. 
Lastly :— The Indo-Chinese Sugar Company.— We are given to understand 
that the sum set apart to provide for the expected deficiency actually 
eliminates the account from the books of the corporation, leaving any 
sum hereafter realised by the sale of the estate to come in as profit. 

It is for their reticence on the subject of the probable losses undor 
this head that we blame thedirectors. ‘hey must have known prior to 
February 1874 that a further large sum would be required to make good 
the heavy advances made to the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company, which has 
been for years past in a state of insolvency. No blame could attach to 
them for lusses 8» incurred, as the advances were made under different 
management, and by directors (with one exception) not now on the 
Board ; but the necessity for setting aside so large asum as $275,000 to 
meet possible losses might have been avoided by a judicious provision 
for the impending deficit out of the earnings of more prosperous years. 
We fully sympathise with the existing Court of Directors, who have 
now to bear the bla:ne which rightly attaches to the manager and 
directors, with whose consent the advances were made to the Indo- 
Chinese Sugar Company, the Sugar Refinery, and to the Pier and Go- 
down Company. It must have been an unpleasant task for the Chair: 
man‘to present to the meeting a statement of accounts comparing so 
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unfavorably with those of previous years; but he must have derived a | abolishing the opium traffic, because of the injurious effects produced hy 


certain amount of consolation from the fact, which he was able to 
announce, that “every known loss had been so fully provided for that a 
portion of the sum set aside might possibly be recovered,” which we sincerely 
trust may prove to be the case, and that at the next meeting the 
Chairman may find his hopeful anticipations more than realised. 

Though we do not approve of the refrain which runs through the 
late reports of thegdirectors and the addresses from the chair, when re- 
ferring to these special losses, viz., “ they are not likely to occur again,” 
we do believe that at last the shareholders know the worst, and that the 
proposed withdrawal of $275,000 from the reserve will extinguish the 
accounts which have for years past proved such a heavy drain upon the 
resources of the bank. Looking back to the report of the past nine 
years, it appears to us worthy of notice that the corporation has been 
remarkably successful in its legitimate banking business, the losses 
thereby incurred being small in comparison with the extent of its ope- 
rations. This fact cannot have escaped the attention of the directors, 
who, it is hoped, having learnt a severe lesson as to the bad policy of 
assisting in local speculations, will in future avoid business which, in 
addition to crippling their resources, may involve them in heavy loss, 
and seriously affect the credit of an institution which it is their duty 
jealously to protect. Having now attempted to make the present posi- 
tion of the bank clear to our readers, we must leave them to form their 
own opinion as to its prospects for the future. 

A revival in trade is as necessary for its prosperity as for tho pros- 
perity of the merchants in China, who are its chief constituents and 
supporters. Good times for the merchant mean good profits to the 
Bank, and though trade is now unusually depressed, there are signs 
that the time is near at hand for the opening up of the vast resources 
of China to foreign enterprise, and for the employment of foreign capi- 
tal to aid in their development. 


THE ANTI-OPIUM SOCIETY. 

On the 13th inst. a number of gentlemen met for breakfast at the Lon- 
don Tavern, at the invitation of the Executive Committee of the new 
Association for opposing the Opium Trade. About seventy-five were 
present, including Mr. Alderman M‘Arthur, M.P., Dr. J. P. Newman, 
Chaplain to the Senate, U.S.A., Gen. Alexander, Donald Matheson, 
Thomas Hanbury, H. Hilton, Rev. W. Braden, Dr. James Legge, N. 
Achoy, of Hong Kong, and representatives of the various Missionary 
Societies, Dr. Mullens, E. J. Parke, E. Hutchinson, &c. After break- 
fast Alderman M‘Arthur was called to the chair, and in a vigorous 
address pointed out the injustice of the opium trade and urged that the 
matter had been too long neglected in and out of Parliament, and that 
now we ought to wake up the conscience of the country to grapple 
with the evil. The subject had been allowed to sleep since Lord Ash- 
ley (the present Earl of Shaftesbury) had brought it forward in the 
House of Commons, till it had been renewed by Sir Wilfrid Lawson. 
He (the chairman) then voted with Sir Wilfrid's small minority, but he 
considered the ventilation of the question was very useful, and that it 
ought to be brought before the House every year. His speech in the 
House had been made on commercial grounds. Instead of doing the 
large trade with China we had anticipated, we sent to its 400 millions 
of population but six million pounds worth of exports, while the Aus- 
tralian colonies with four millions of people took as many as fourteen 
million pounds worth of our goods. On religious grounds much more 
might be said. He was sure that they could not expect the blessing of 


God on their connection with India if they continued the opium traffic. | 
He was guite certain that what was morally wrong could not be prac- | 


tically right. Mr. T. B. Smithies then explained how the meeting 
was brought about by Mr. Edward Pease, of Darlington, who 
had offered prizes of £100 and £200 for essays, and thus had 
brought before him such a mass of facts which had made them 
feel that something must be done. Our countrymen were very 
ignorant on the subject. It really was the fact that not only 
did our Indian Government protect the revenue but that it leased 
the land to be planted, appointed inspectors to look after the crop, 
and advanced cash to the Indian farmer.—The temporary Secretary, 
Mr. F. S. Turner, then read letters expressive of their sympathy 
with the objects of the meeting, from Edward Pease, of Darling- 
ton, Henry Richard, M.P., and J. Hudson Taylor, of the China 
Inland Mission. Letters from Dr. Duff, Charles Thompson, and 
other gentlemen were mentioned, but for lack of time not read. 
The Secretary then read a brief paper to give an account of 
the present state of the opium trade to those friends present who were 
not informed as to its details. He explained the production in India, 
the Bombay pass duty, the nature of the monopoly and its contri- 
bution to the Indian revenue. He pointed out how the Indian Govern- 
ment had clearly and emphatically recognised the pernicious effects of 
opium consumption in India, and how the monopoly had been 
defended on the ground that it is a protection to the natives of 
India against the fatal seductions of the drug. He asked if the 
drug changed its nature by crossing the water, or if Chinese con- 
stitutions were poison-proof? Passing to China, he maintained that 
opium smoking is an ever-increasing, ruinous vice, that the popular 
voice of China condemns it, and that our import of the foreign drug is 
only maintained by force. This last statement he supported by refer- 
ence to the letter of Prince Kung and the foreign board of Peking to 
Sir R. Alcock, demanding to be released from the obligation to admit 
opium. An animated discussion followed, in which Drs. Legge and 
Newman, Donald Matheson, Gen. Alexander, and others took part. 
Mr. Ng. Achoy, of Hong Kong, who is now studying for the Bar at 
Lincoln's Inn, said: I have to ask your indulgence on one point. Being 
a Chinese, I should prefer to express my sentiments in my native lan- 
guage, but as this would be unintelligible to many of you, I shall 
speak the language of your country, and in doing so if I cannot convey 
my idea #0 clearly to you as you think I might, I hope you will pardon 
me for my limited knowledge of your language. There cannot be, I 
presume, two opinions about the desirability or rather the neceasity of 
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the use of opium. The whole nation of China has been demoralised by it. 
Its evil influence extends to all classes of my countrymen, from the highest 
to the lowest ; the rich and the poor, the educated and the ignorant, 
nay, frum the prince down to the peasant, all are under its sway. If 
you go to the official circles, you will find many mandarins rendered 
sluggish and indolent from the effect of opium smoking. If you tum 
your attention to the family circles, you will see innumerable victims 
to this vice, who present a melancholy spectacle ; they have become 
weak and enervated both in mind and body. The injurious effects are 
not confined to the smokers alone, but their offspring are sufferers alzo. 
There is a marked difference between the children of the opium smokers 
and the children of those who are not ; the one are weak and sickly, while 
the other are healthy and strong. But this is not all ; opium smoking 
leads to the commission of crime; instances have been known of 
opium smokers selling their parents, wives and children, and there have 
been innumerable cases where men have been led to steal and com- 
mit robberies from want of means to purchase opium to satisfy their 
craving. (Several voices called out—What, then, isthe remedy!) The 
speaker continued : I am not here to suggest means, especially as I am 
a foreigner; but this I must say, that if England was able to afford to 
pay an enormous sum of money, auch as £20,000,000, for the emancipa- 
tion of slaves about forty years ago, surely she could now afford to fore- 
go a smaller suin of £6,000,000 a year by ceasing to cultivate the poppy in 
India. But this sum will not be wholly lost, as the land hitherto used 
for growing poppy will be turned tothe production of cereals and other 
useful articles, which will bring something to the Government. There is 
another reason why the opium trade should be discontinued, that is, it 
creates anillfeeling between thetwonations—I mean England and China. 
The lower class of my countrymen are under the impression that 
opium was first introduced into China by the English people, and 
though this has been found not to be true, yet are not the English 
people responsible for the large importations of this drug carried 
to China? This is the chief cause for the hostile animus mani- 
fested by my countrymen against foreigners, and if you want this 
hostile feeling to be eradicated, and permanent friendship established 
between the two nations, first of all let this injurious opium traffic be 
abolished. In conclusion, I must remark that I am very much pleased 
to see 80 many benevolent people in this country taking so deep an in- 
terest in this question ; and I can assure you that I am expressing the 
sentiments of my countrymen when I say that if encouragement is 
needed you may count on their hearty support and co-operation. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted expressive of sympathy with 
the objects of the meeting, and pledging the gentlemen present to 
support it. 


Monetary and Commercial. 





Tenders for £550,000 in bills on India were received on the 
18th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were, 
—To Calcutta, £343,300; and Bombay, £206,700. Ten- 
ders on all Presidencies at 1s. 103d. will receive about 5 
per cent.; above in full, These results show a further increase 
in the demand for the means of remittance to the East, chiefly 
due, it is understood, to large exports of cotton to this country. 

The Coffee Trade of Costa Rica is flourishing, for not only are 
the planters there realising double the prices of three years ago, 
but they are exporting largely in excess of previous years. 
year 11,250 tons of Coffee were exported, against 6,875 tons in 
1872. The value of last year’s crop was £1,180,000, whilst the esti- 
mated cost, all including charges until on board ship, was only 
£781,000. Of this quantity the largest portion by far is shipped 
to Great Britain ; California comes next as a customer, and 
France and Germany next. 

We understand that an entirely new description of Tea is now 
being imported from South America, where it is extensively used 
by the natives. It is said to be of very good quality, though 
possessing a rather peculiar flavour, not unlike the Ceylon Tea, 
and the cost of it is so low that it will be sure to meet witha 
ready sale in England, so soon as tea-drinkers become accustomed 
to its flavour. It is rey small in size, similar somewhat to 
Gunpowder Tea, and is of a deep black colour. 

The dividend to be recommended at the annual meeting of 
the P. and O. Company on the 4th December is 2} per cent. for 
the six months ending 30th Sept. last, with the payment of 2 
per cent. from the underwriting account, making, with 2} per 
cent. dividend paid in June, a total of 7 per cent. for the year. 

The Oriental Gas Company (Limited) bad declared a dividend 
of 54 per cent. for the half-year, payable on the 4th prox. The 
report gives a satisfactory account of the progress made in that 
time. 

The directors of the Anglo-Egyptian Bank recommend in 
their report a distribution of profits amounting to £3 per share, 
free of income-tax, making, with the pound paid in June last, 
dividend of 20 per cent. for the year. 

At a Court of Directors of the Bank of England it was ar 
noes to recommend to the proprietors Mr. Henry Hucks 
Gibbs, the present Deputy-Governor, for Governor, and Mr. 
Edward Howley Palmer, of the firm of Dent, Palmer, and Co., 
as Deputy-Governor, at the election in April next. 

A sum of £160,000 in Japanese gold coin was received bythe 
P. and O. steamer Mongolia on the 16th inst. This amount has 
been sold for transmission to France at 76s, 43d. per oz.

increased price would have been paid had there been any amount 
available. A limited amount of Mexican dollars by the French 
Packet was sold at 57d. per oz. for shipment by the steamer 
leaving yesterday for China.

Nov. 19, was—in gold, to Galle, £2,000 ; in silver, to Singapore, 
£23,780 ; to Shanghai, £940. Total in gold, £2,000, in silver, 
£24,720. 

Shareholders in England of the Canton Insurance and Union 
Insurance Companies are complaining at not receiving their 
copies of the reports issued in Hong Kong in September. The 
report of the Canton was noticed in our issue of the 9th inst., 
and reports of meetings of both companies were received by the 
mail which arrived in London on the 11th. 

At the time of the issue of the Amoor Steam Navigation 
Company’s bonds by Messrs. Schroeder and Co. we took excep- 
tions to them as a good security, at which they, in common with 
all interested in their issue, were very indignant. It seems 
now that we were rightin our conclusions, A meeting of the bond- 
holders was held at the Cannon-street Hotel, at which the 
majority of them decided that in view of the position of the 
company, and to prevent its affairs coming to a standstill, it 
would be advisable to forego the payment of the coupons now 
Besoming due and to join in some scheme for promoting the in- 
terests of the undertaking generally.

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co. report :—We have again had a very 
quiet market forthe week. The demand is still inactive, and has been 
chiefly supplied from the public auctions, which in many instances 
have ruled rather in favour of buyers. The common Foochow teas, 
per Diomed, have met with a slow sale, they being but little in request, 
with the exception of those with good water. The public sales have 
comprised 17,755 packages for the week, the whole of which have been 
sold without reserve. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have sold at full prices, some 
from recent arrival having renlived 9d. perlb. Broken-leaf kinds sell 
slowly at previous prices. Fair to good common, free from dust, sell 
readily at former rates.

In finest 
nothing has been done. Pak Lin kinds, ex-Diomed, have been readily 
taken at very full prices. Black-leaf kinds : Common to fair have sold, 
at public sale, from 114d. to 1s. 1d. per Ib., showing but little change. 
Fair to good medium sell slowly at last week's prices. Good to fine 
and finest have been without special enquiry, prices remaining much as 
before. New-make Congous: Sales of common have been made from 
11d. to 114d. per lb., showing no change. Fair kinds have sold rather 
lower at publicauction. Good to fine sell with difficulty rather below 
former prices. Ovlongs have been sold, at public sale, from 1s. 13d. 
to 1s. 54d. per lb., for fair to good kinds, being rather easier 

rices. _ Souchongs: Common have been sold at 113d. to 1s. per 
hb. good to fine have sold from 1s. 6d. to 1s. 9d., being previous prices. 
Scented Teas.—Canton Capers have been dull of sale privately, the 
Trade supplying their wants at auction, where prices have again been 
rather easier for common and fair kinds.
